At the meeting of the Township 
Council on Monday last, A. F. Wood, 
Eaq., ndtified the Couneil that the 
Belleville & North Hastings Mailway 
Company would require thet the De- 
bentares representing the Bonus voted 
from this township should be placed in 
the hands of Trustees, as required by 
law. He said there was no desire on 
the part of the Company to coerce, but 
it was essentially necessary to the com- 
pletion of the road that the Debentures 
should be regularly placed in the proper 
hands, for when that was done, the 
Company, in making financial arrange- 
ments, could point to the fact that the 
municipalities have complied with the 
law, and it would naturally assist them. 
He had good reasons for stating that the 
road would now be pushed forward 
with as little delay as possible. 

It had been expected that the work 
would have heen recommenced by the 
middle of the month, but the Railway 
Law required that one months’ notice 
should be given before contracts could 
he closed. These notices were given on 
the 28th day of May.

CARVER, THE CALIFORNIA MARKSMAN, 
MAKES A BRILLIANT SCORR IX DETROIT.
